EASTER  OR  EARLY  FLOWERING 

DAHLIAS 

Last  year  we  tried  out  several  of  this  new 
type  of  dahlias  and  are  enthusiastic  over  their  pos¬ 
sibilities.  This  strain  originated  from  Ostergruz 
or  Easter  Greeting,  grown  in  the  greenhouse  in  Eu¬ 
rope  for  Easter  and  early  season  blooms.  We  are 
specially  interested  in  them  as  a  bedding  or  border 
dahlia.  They  are  mostly  low,  bushy  growers  and 
are  such  profuse  bloomers  that  at  times  the  foliage 
is  almost  entirely  hidden.
